Text, “Righteousness exalteth a na- 
tion: but sin is a reproach to any peo- 
ple,” Prov. 14:34. 


Crime has increased 85 per cent dur- 
ing the past ten years. J. Edgar Hoover 
estimates that crime costs the people of 
the United States $15,000,000,000 an- 
nually. Since 1912 the American prison 
population has increased from 160,000 
to 500,000. More than one million major 
crimes committed every year, and there 
have been 250,000 murders in this 
country since the beginning of the cen- 
tury. 

The people of the United States spend 
$3,000,000,000 annually for tobacco, or 
approximately $8,300,000 each day. In 
1935, we are told that 133,000,000,000 
cigarettes were produced, this being for- 
ty-four times the number manufactured 
in 1902. Laid end to end the cigarettes 
smoked in 1935 would extend for 6,300,- 
000 miles and would encircle the globe 
at the equator 252 times. 

Dr. Charles L. Barber recently said 
before the American Association for 
Medico-Physical Research: “A baby born 
of a cigarette-smoking mother is sick. It 
is poisoned, and may die within two 
weeks of birth. The post-mortem shows 
degeneration of the liver, heart, and 
other organs. Sixty per cent of all babies 
born of mothers who are habitual ciga- 
rette smokers die before they are two 
years old.” 

Mortality due to diseases of the ar- 
teries has increased 663 per cent in the 
past fifteen years according to Dr. Hav- 


en Emerson of the Columbia University. 
The use of tobacco is an important fac- 
tor in these statistics. 


Our Lord Jesus Christ said, ‘Without 
me ye can do nothing.” We can talk 
about social security, but without spirit- 
ual safety, we are weighed in the bal- 
ances and found wanting. We can even 
praise our great Constitution, but if we 
reject God and His Word and His only 
begotten Son, we are without hope. The 
liberty which ignores the liberty in 
Christ will chain us in degradation. Ma- 
terial prosperity without soul prosperity 
will destroy government itself, for man 
cannot live by bread alone. “The na- 
tion . . . that will not serve Thee shall 
perish! yea, those nations shall be utterly 
wasted.” 


What America needs is a return to the 
Bible, and to the gospel of our Lord and 
Savior Jesus Christ. That is the sure 
way; that is the only way. Politics will 
not do it; education will not do it. On- 
ly as we get back to God and His Word 
is there hope. And there may not be 
much time left, for the Lord Jesus 
Christ is coming again. The story of 
God’s dealings with humanity is not 
ended. The trouble with this world today 
is SIN; unless we have the vision of a 
Savior who saves to the uttermost, there 
is chaos. But “by him all that believe are 
justified from all things” (Acts 13:39). 

Have you definitely received the Lord 
Jesus as your own personal Savior? I beg 
of you do not defer the settlement of 
this question for even an hour. 


MILLIONS OUT OF WORK; BANKS 
FILLED WITH MONEY 


Everywhere today business men, econ- 
omists, students of finance are inquiring: 
“What is wanting in our modern day 
that prosperity does not remain? What 
is the solution to scarcity and plenty? 
Why are millions unable to get work 
and yet the banks are bursting with 
money?” And so they knit their brows 
and produce their theories and try their 
experiments. And what a galaxy of 
theories there are! 

There are two scientists who tell us 
that good times, plenty of jobs and mon- 
ey for everybody come periodically be- 
cause of sun spots—and depressions of 
the lack of them! You say, perhaps, 
“that sounds grotesque; I do not believe 
it!” Well, this school of thought tells 
us that when the spots that move across 
the face of the sun are large and num- 
erous, times are prosperous; when they 
are few and small, times are bad—ac- 
cording to their findings. 

Others have statistics to give us con- 
cerning population in which we are told 
the population is getting too large for 
the jobs available. The theory they bring 
out does not even have to be examined 
for though there are millions of young 
people looking for work, the population 
is actually being leveled off. Henry 
Pratt Fairchild states an amazing fact, 
which you will find in MHarper’s for 
May: 

“There are 600,000 fewer children 
under ten years of age in the United 
States today than there were fifteen 
years ago. So far as this group is con- 
cerned, the entire growth of our popula- 
tion for a decade and a half has been 
more than wiped out. And this is only

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THE STATE OF THE CHURCH 


By H. HORNSBY 


Scripture reading, 1 John 2:15-17. 

The Church of God today is courting 
the world. Some of her members are try- 
ing to bring her down to the level of 
the world. Things of the world are mak- 
ing inroads into the sacred enclosure of 
the Church and as a satisfaction for all 
this worldliness Christians are making 
a great deal of lent and Easter and Good 
Friday and_ church ornamentations. 
Friends, it is the old trick of Satan! The 
Jewish church struck on that rock, the 
Roman church was wrecked on the same, 
and the Protestant church is fast reach- 
ing the same doom. 

Pastors, let’s stand outright against 
the worldliness coming into our church. 
Read Eph. 5:27. Our great dangers, as 
we see them today, are assimilation of 
the world, NEGLECT OF THE POOR, 
SUBSTITUTION of the form for the 
fact of godliness, abandonment of disci- 
pline, a hireling ministry and compro- 
mising the gospel, which when summed 
up is a fashionable church. 

Do not Church of God members in 
violation of God’s Word and their own 
discipline, dress as extravagantly and as 
fashionable as any other class? Do not 
many of the sisters, including some of 
the wives and daughters of the ministry, 
put on gold and pearls and costly ar- 
ray? Would not the plain dress insisted 
upon by John Wesley be better? Read 
1 Tim. 2:9, 10; 1 Peter 3:1-6. We ought 
to live in the Church of God so when 
people come into our church they could 
distinguish the attire of the members 
from that of the theatre and ball goers. 


WORLDLINESS IN THE CHOIR 

Is not worldliness seen in the music? 
Elaborately dressed and ornamented 
choirs, which in many cases make no pro- 
fession of religion and are often sneer- 
ing skeptics, go through a cold artistic 
performance which is not in harmony 
with spiritual worship. Under such 
worldly performances spirituality is 
frozen to death in lots of our local 
Churches of God. 
FAILING TO ATTEND CHURCH 

Formerly every Church of God mem- 
ber attended the regular services and 
gave in their testimony of their experi- 
mental religion. Now many do not at- 
tend regularly. Oh, how we preachers and 
overseers need to get more concerned 
about the spirituality of the Church. 
Formerly nearly every member prayed, 
testified or exhorted in prayer meetings, 
but it is not so now. Shouts and praises 
were heard, now such demonstrations of 
holy enthusiasm and joy are regarded by 
many as fanaticism. BEWARE of world- 
ly socials, FAIRS, FESTIVALS, CON- 
CERTS and such like, for these have, to 


a great extent, taken the place of the re- 
ligious gatherings, revival meetings, and 
prayer meetings of early days. WATCH! 

A MESSAGE TO THE PASTORS 

Pastors, if we don’t watch we will 
make the discipline of the Church of 
God a dead letter. Its rules forbid the 
wearing of gold or pearls or costly ar- 
ray, yet some of the pastors are no- say- 
ing very much about their menibers vio- 
lating the rules of the Church. The 
Church forbids our members going to 
the shows, frolics, festivals, and fairs 
which destroy the spiritual life ot the 
young as well as the old. All of these 
we have mentioned carry a spiritual 
death in its train and _ will only 
be known when the millions these pleas- 
ures have swept into hell, stand before 
the JUDGMENT. 

THE EARLY MINISTERS 

They went forth to sacrifice and suf- 
fer for Christ; they sought not places 
of case; they gloried not in big salaries 
and big tithing churches and fine par- 
sonages and refined congregations, but 
in the souls that had been won for Jesus. 
Oh, how changed! A hireling ministry 
will be a feeble, a timid, a truckling, a 
time-serving ministry, without faith, en- 
durance and holy power. The Church of 
God formerly dealt in the great central 
truth. Now lots of the pulpits deal large- 
ly in generalities and in POPULAR lec- 
tures; the glorious doctrine of entire 
sanctification is rarely heard and wit- 
nessed to in the pulpits. 

ADORNMENT THAT IS NOT

While it is sad indeed to see some of 
our Church members want to disobey 
God’s command and bedeck themselves 
with gold and other useless adornments, 
yet how much worse for a minister of 
the gospel to dress in a way or wear 
things unbecoming to holiness.

Just as the Church caters to the world, 
just in that proportion will she become 
weak and less able to resist the onslaught 
of the enemy in these perilous times.

INQUIRING—DIRECTED 


To Inquire of the Lord is to be 
Directed by Him 

‘And it came to pass after this, that 
David enquired of the Lord, saying, Shall 
I go up into any of the cities of Judah? 
And the Lord said unto him, Go up. And 
David said, Unto Hebron,” 2 Sam. 2:1. 

In all of our work for the Lord, we 
should make diligent inquiry of Him 
so that we may have divine directions. 

At this time David was leaning heav- 
ily on the arm of God and he did not 
want to do anything except God di- 
rected him. It was at this time that he 
was received as king of Judah. God gave 
him an extra blessing for obedience. 

David also received honors from the 
tribes round about. The tribe of Jabesh- 
gilead had buried Saul and David paid 
them a tribute by telling them, “Blessed 
be ye of the Lord.” David had the highest 
regard for God’s anointed. Saul had dis- 
obeyed God in his life, had even sought 
David’s life, but David never got away 
from the fact that God had at one time 
anointed him. 

If we will keep humble and close to 
God, there will be something about our 


lives that will have its effect on those 
who do not love Him. That sweet, mel- 
low spirit that should accompany our 
lives must be obtained by inquiring of 
the Lord what He would have us do. 


Faith in the Lord 

‘For God so loved the world, that he 
gave his only begotten Son, that whoso- 
ever believeth in him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life,” John 3:16. 

This verse expresses God’s greatest 
gift, it shows the great love He had for 
humanity. To have faith in God’s Son 
is the keynote to success for any man 
or woman that may become His child or 
enlist in His army to serve.

Cease from anger, and forsake 
wrath: fret not thyself in any wise to 
do evil,” Psa. 37:7, 8. 

David reached the place when he 
wrote this psalm that most Christians 
reach when they look upon the world 
and the workers of iniquity, and feel the 
need of more dependence on God. Some- 
times when our trials are hard and we 
feel that we have gone as far as we can, 
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it is then that we can find comfort in 
just waiting patiently on the Lord. Pa- 
tience and trust is a great Christian 
virtue and we can make our lives more 
pleasant and those around us happier if 
we will have this patience. It takes faith 
in God to exercise patience. We should 
not fret or worry about those who seem 
to prosper in their way, who are not 
following the Lord. The greatest ex- 
amples to the Christians are those pre- 
cious ones who have been successful in 
following God. God wants us to depend 
on Him, and many times, no doubt, He 
allows us to be tested so that we can 
depend on Him. It will not do to let 
anger and things that vex and worry us 
disturb our Christian peace, but oh, it 
is sO sweet to trust in Jesus, just to take 
Him at His Word and just to know 
that He is with us. 

As we look around us and see the hu- 
man family with all its problems and 
so many of them in poverty, it makes 
us feel that we should have more trust 
and faith than we have. 

The men who are bringing wicked de- 
vices to pass certainly are to be pitied 
because of their destruction that is just 
ahead. If in this life only we have hope, 
we are of all men most miserable. We 
as children of God should lay a right- 
eous foundation and be sure to inquire 


of God for He will direct us.

he walked with me in peace and equity, 
and did turn many away from iniquity,” 
Mal. 2:6. 

This was a message to the priests in 
Malachi’s time. They had rather lost 
their vision of God and were depending 
on what they could learn from law books 
and other information, and were not 
really walking with God in peace. It is 
said that the priests’ lips should keep 
knowledge and they should seek God for 
their instructions. How easy it is for the 
ministry to slip away from their place 
of confidence and trust, become en- 
tangled in other things and fail to put 
their entire trust in God and walk with 
Him. It is all right to study and inform 
ourselves concerning the happenings of 
the world, but we must have God’s laws 
uppermost in our minds, and we must 
depend on Him for instruction. That is 
one of the things that attracted the 
writer when he became acquainted with 
the Church of God ministers. They 
seemed to have in their minds and hearts 
the great truths of God and were so 
humble and consecrated. There was such 
a bright, happy look on their faces. It 
made the busy world, especially those 
in our little town, look upon them in 
amazement. The people were in a mad 
rush, driving fast, walking hurriedly, or

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DIVINE HEALING 
How to Obtain It and Retain It 


1. Be sure that you see it provided for 
you in the atonement. Exod. 12:13; Psa. 
103:1-5; Isa. 53:4, 5; Matt. 8:16, 17; 
Gal. 3:13; Deut. 28:58-61. Here it is 
provided in the precious shed blood. Hal- 
lelujah! 


2. Be sure that it is God’s will to heal 
the sick body. Matt. 8:1-3. This “I will” 
puts Jesus on record for us. Then the 
many records in the Gospels that Je- 
sus healed them all. Matt. 9:35; 15:30, 
31; Mark 6:54-56; Luke 16:17-19; 7: 
21-23. If it were not His will He never 
would have healed all. Hallelujah! 

3. Be sure that your sins are forgiven 
and that there is nothing to hinder you 
from touching Jesus yourself for your 
own need. As we all pray for you, you 
pray and expect the answer. Note these 
scriptures showing that the soul is first 
and then the healing. Isa. 53:4, 5; Psa. 
103:1-5; Matt. 9:2-7; 1 Thess. 5:15- 
24. “I pray God your whole spirit and 
soul and body be preserved blameless 
unto the coming of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. Faithful is he that calleth you, 
who also will do it.” Hallelujah! Our 
very own God has made abundant pro- 
vision for the whole man, and has given 
us a whole gospel for the whole man for 
the whole world. Glory be to God for- 
ever! It is ours for the asking and tak- 
ing if we meet God’s conditions. 

4. Be sure that you are on believing 
ground. Sometimes He has a lesson for 
us to learn; sometimes it is simply a 
test of our faith and obedience. We are 
in God’s school, the school of heaven, 
and the Holy Spirit is our teacher and 
guide. He is the executor of the God- 
head. We are living in the dispensation 
of the Holy Spirit. Acts 2:1-5; John 
14:16-26; 16:7-13; Acts 1:8. Let us 
remember that He is the third person in 
the Godhead. 

5. Be sure that you see it in your own 
Bible and that it is for you. You must 
anchor your faith in God’s Word or you 
will fail when the test comes, as it sure- 
ly will after you have been healed. Live 
under the blood of Jesus, Matt. 26:28; 
In His Word, John 5:39; 15:7-16; Acts 
17:11; Rev. 3:10. Trust Him to deliver 
and keep you always. Hallelujah! Psa. 
91.—Mattie E. Perry.

worldliness, love of riches, pride, and 
self-seeking first, and leave God and His 
will entirely out of their lives. How little 
place does the Word of God have in the 
great majority of the people of earth to- 
day. 

But what about the professed people 
of God who have grown deaf to the 
voice of His Word? Israel sinned against 
God, committed abominations, but in 
the face of God and His Word was she 
ashamed, had she any anguish of con- 
science? Nay, verily. It is said that “they 
were not at all ashamed, neither could 
they blush” because of their sin. Jer. 8: 
12. Think of the thousands of church 
members and professed Christians today 
who are in the same condition. Day after 
day they trample under foot the direct 
and positive commands of God’s Word, 
but with no feeling of condemnation 
whatever. They are dead to the voice of 
God’s Word, and Spirit, and apparent- 
ly to their own conscience. 


The Prayerless Christian 

When a Christian reaches a place that 
he can go easily and calmly along with 
no interest in prayer, he has reached the 
place where the voice of God’s Word 
means little or nothing to him. One who 
is spiritually alive and enjoying the pres- 
ence and blessing of the Lord will ap- 
preciate his Bible. It is “the man of his 
counsel.” It brings inspiration and cour- 
age to his heart. The Word of God and 
prayer go hand in hand, as is seen in the 
psalmist’s praying, “Make me to under- 
stand the way of thy precepts: so shall I 
talk of thy wondrous works,” Psa. 119: 
27. Also, ““Give me understanding, and I 
shall keep thy law; yea I shall observe 
it with my whole heart,” Psa. 119:34. 
A knowledge and appreciation of God’s 
Word is the background of the prayer 
life. 

The Christian Who Has No Per- 

sonal Testimony 

When a Christian reaches a place that 
he has no personal testimony, it is evi- 
dent that the voice of God’s Word has 
been put aside by him. It means nothing 
that God is speaking to him. “How 
sweet are thy words unto my taste: yea, 
sweeter than honey to my mouth,” Psa. 
119:103. Such is the feeling of the 
psalmist to the Word of God, and so it 
is with every true Christian. The Word 
of God is the basis of the Christian’s 
victorious testimony. And only while 
standing upon God’s Word will he main- 
tain that testimony. When God’s Word 
is no more held in esteem, the victorious 
experience fades from view too. 
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No Praises for God, No Desire to 
See His Kingdom Prosper 

When Christians lose interest in the 
prosperity of the kingdom of God, and 
have no spirit of praise unto God, it is 
certain that the voice of His Word has 
lost its interest to them and has no pow- 
er to them and has no power over them. 
They have become dead to God’s voice. 
“At midnight I will rise to give thanks 
unto thee because of thy righteous judg- 
ments,” Psa. 119:62, is the expression of 
the psalmist. And his interest in God’s 
kingdom he further expresses, “I will 
speak of thy testimonies also before 
kings, and will not be ashamed,” Psa. 
119:46. 

The voice of God’s Word should be 
the means of awaking men everywhere. 
It warns of the consequences of sin and 
a judgment to come. But more and more 
are men dead to what God tells in His 
Word, for the present and for the fu- 
ture. 

The Victory of Faith 

Faith is not only fearless and strong, 
but sure of victory. God abandons not 
His servants, nor stops half -way in His 
work. Confidence, born of God, resting 
in Him, and manifested by obedience and 
activity, He honors with glorious tri- 
umps. 

Says the Apostle, “This is the victory 
which overcometh the world, even our 
faith,” 1 John 5:4. Faith in God ever 
has been and ever will be unconquerable. 
The man who rests in it, the cause which 
is born of it, cannot be overcome. All 
triumph over evil, all progress towards 
the final victory, has been through faith. 
Faith is the mainspring of the world’s 
renovation. This is the power by which 
the Church of God has won its way. 
Without it she would be powerless; with 
it, vain is the opposition of enemies. But 
her victories, though sure, like Elisha’s 
in Samaria, are bloodless. She conquers 
by love alone. Faith is the vital element 
and working force in all missionary oper- 
ations, and hence we know that their 
success is sure. The separate churches 
grow and conquer only by faith; and 
by faith does the individual soul struggle 
and triumph. By it he beats back the 
waves of worldliness and sin; by it rises 
out of temptation; by it makes difficul- 
ties and dangers steppingstones to a nob- 
ler life; by it walks cheerfully through 
all the dark places of his earthly pil- 
grimage. By it even death itself is swal- 
lowed up in victory. In all these things 
we are “more than conquerors.”—H. S. 
Kelsey.

MISSIONARIES IN HAITI

Sister Kluzit and I enjoyed the won- 
derful Assembly beyond a mere descrip- 
tion of words. We praise the Lord for 
having had the opportunity of attending 
it—of meeting so many of God’s chil- 
dren—of telling of the marvelous work 
of God being done here in Haiti. We 
felt right at home in the midst of the 
Assembly, because God’s presence was 
there. Often our joy was so great that 
we were left speechless, but with “our 
hearts burning within us.” 

After feasting upon the good things 
of the Lord which were given to us in 
bountiful portions from early morning 
until late at night, we felt renewed in 
spirit and body to return to the great 
work He has for us to undertake this 
coming year here in Haiti. 

Praise God for His mighty presence 
at the past Assembly! Praise Him for 
the souls saved, reclaimed, and _ those 
sanctified and baptized with the Holy 
Ghost as well as the thousands revived 
in spirit to go forth “on fire” for the 
salvation of the lost and perishing. 

This was the first Assembly I ever at- 
tended, but I can see why people begin 
already to talk of the next coming As- 
sembly! The Lord blessed with wonder- 
ful outpourings of His Holy Spirit. Some 
people came sick in body and left healed 
by God’s grace. Christ is living and an- 
swers the prayers of His children. We are 
praying that the next Assembly may be 
just as wonderfully blessed with God’s 
presence. Only the Lord can make it 
so, and He is certainly willing to have 
it even more wonderful if we will do our 
part from now until then by walking 
unwaveringly with Him. 

On our way back to Haiti, the Lord 
took special care of us. We left New 
York City by boat Thursday, Septem- 
ber 15. For a number of days we were 
enjoying splendid, balmy weather. As we 
walked about the deck on the next Mon- 
day, we saw the sailors busily stowing 
away ventilator funnels and tightening 
the rigging. A hurricane was just ahead 
of us! The sky gradually became leaden- 
gray as the gathering clouds turned from 
cumulus to dark nimbus. The wind be- 
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gan to rise until finally it was tearing 
along the decks at 70 miles an hour. 
With the rain that followed in big drops 
we were soon obliged to seek shelter in 
our cabins. The boat started to rock fore 
and aft with once in awhile a sidewise 
roll as it fell into choppy waters. Often, 
as the boat plunged into a deep trough, 
a wave would sweep the entire deck, 
and a shudder passed through the whole 
boat as the propeller was raised into 
higher water. Spray was continually 
sweeping over the boat. The captain dur- 
ing the night turned the boat eastward 
toward Europe and later even turned 
back toward New York in an attempt 
to keep out of the worse part of the 
hurricane. We praise the Lord continual- 
ly in our hearts for the security in Him. 
What a sense of safety we have in Christ 
at times like this! It is most often when 
the “storm” rages around us that we 
have the greatest assurance within. The 
contrast at such times becomes most 
prominent between the unrest in the 
world and “the peace that passeth all 
understanding” that Christ gives His 
saints. 

We were delayed two days by this 
storm. Fortunately for us we were in on- 
ly the outer part of the hurricane. Later 
we learned of the devastation and havoc 
wrought by this storm as it swept along 
the Atlantic Coast to Long Island. One 
report stated over 200 lives were lost 
and over $500,000,000 worth of public 
and private property was destroyed in 
New Jersey and New York states alone, 
due to this same storm. 

As our boat finally neared the dock 
at Port-au-Prince, Haiti, Friday, Septem- 
ber 23 at 6 p. m., we were able to dis- 
tinguish members of our local church 
who had come to welcome us back to 
our work with them. What a difference 
there was between this landing and our 
arrival January 31, 1938! Then, we 
knew only that the Lord had called us 
in a special way to go to Haiti. It was 
a strange land to us! Now, we were re- 
turning to a place which we could think 
of as “home, sweet home.” Our children 
were waiting for us! Our “spiritual chil- 
dren,” too, had borne us up in prayer 
during our entire trip away from them. 
It was no longer a strange land to us, 
but one to which our hearts and lives 
were dedicated for the salvation of lost 
souls. 

Looking down from the boat we saw 
our “welcoming committee” scanning 
the faces of the passengers. We waved, 
and one saw us. He excitedly pointed us 
out to the others. One after another, 
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their faces lighted-up with joy, as they 
recognized us. For two days, they had 
come faithfully to the wharf awaiting 
our boat. There had been no news of our 
ship until just that morning, so that 
there was general anxiety for our safety 
through the hurricane. 

Brother Mathurin, pastor of Bizoton, 
took care of transporting our baggage 
to Petion-Ville, three and a half miles 
from Port-au-Prince, so that, as soon as 
we were through the customs house we 
started home with one of our native 
workers. First, we walked about eight 
blocks to the direct highway to Petion- 
Ville. From there we were taken for 10c 
each directly to our home—whereas, the 
taximen at the wharf, taking us for new 
arrivals, or tourists, would charge us 
$1.00 each. 

At home, we found our two little 
boys, Jackie and Skippy, safe and in good 
health, for which we praised God. The 
night before, they had tried to stay up 
until a late hour waiting for us to come, 
but finally falling asleep, had been put 
to bed. They were so glad to see us, they 
just smiled and cried out, “Daddy!— 
Mammy!” As we held them to us, we 
could feel their little hearts beating hard 
with happiness. 

Brother and Sister Mathurin had 
planned a little reception party, so that 
after a prayer meeting of thanksgiving 
to God, for our safe arrival, we had some 
cakes which they had brought with them. 
For the next hour, we received the wel- 
come of members of our Church in 
Petion-Ville and also of a number of 
neighbors who had heard the prayers and 
singing of hymns and knew we must 
have returned. Finally, everyone went 
home and we were very glad to get into 
a bed that was not going to roll and 
pitch up and down as on the boat. 

The next day was spent in getting our 
large boxes of clothing for the missions 
through the customs house and up_ to 
our house. In the afternoon, the Sunday 
School of Petion-Ville gave us a royal 
welcome. A platform was arranged for 
the performance, decorated with beau- 
tiful palm branches and roses. Their pro- 
gram consisted of many hymns and 
recitations, a few of which were in Eng- 
lish. A very pleasant surprise was to hear 
Jackie and Skippy recite and sing a lit- 
tle piece in French. Altogether about 
twenty-five children and _ ten adults 
took part in the program. It was so 
splendid and had such a fine Christian 
evangelistic appeal that we arranged to 
have it repeated Sunday afternoon in the 
back yard of our church. 

Sunday was a very busy day for all 
of us as we preached at Bizoton, Port-au- 
Prince, and Petion-Ville and held tarry- 
meetings after each service. Since then I 
have been supervising the reconstruction 
of the church at Port-au-Prince. Many

Moses Left All in Faith 

“By faith Moses, when he was come 
to years, refused to be called the son of 
Pharaoh’s daughter; choosing rather to 
suffer affliction with the people of God, 
than to enjoy the pleasures of sin for 
@ season,” Heb. 11:24, 25. 

When Moses was adopted by Pha- 
raoh’s daughter, he was in line for the 
throne in Egypt. History bears out the 
thought that at the time of his becom- 
ing a man or of mature years, he could 
have inherited the throne of that land 
with all of its wealth and fame. No 
doubt there were many prayers prayed 
for Moses by his parents and friends for 
he was a Hebrew. It seems that from 
the things that happened he had a special 
love for God’s people, who were then 
in slavery in Egypt. The first thing he 
did after he became a man of his own, 
he went out to see how God’s people 
were getting along. Now we do not care 
to comment on Moses’ rash act or the 
mistake he made at the start in killing 
the Egyptian. The thought we want to 
bring out is his mind and heart being 
set on some achievement that would be 
a blessing to humanity. 

It is clearly proven that Moses was a 
boy of determination, and he wasn’t 
afraid. There is always a place in the 
world for a boy who has ambition and 
honest convictions and is not afraid. The 
great trouble with so many today is that 
they think about what they can earn, or 
the possessions they may obtain, instead 
of thinking more about a life of useful- 
ness, or how God can use them. 

It would pay you to read the history 
of Moses. Think about a young man 
who could become a king and have all 
the wealth of the most fertile land of 
that day! Wealth and possessions should 
not be the consideration of the young 
talent of the Church, and I am sure this 
was not the aim of Moses’ life. A life of 
usefulness must be one that is spent in 
sacrifice and service for God and for 
others. 

At one time Moses was in exile, and, 
no doubt, lonely and felt that all was a 

- failure, but he used his brilliant mind to 


think about God. One day as he was 
walking around the peaks of the moun- 
tains, leading his father-in-law’s flocks 
to green pastures, a strange thing hap- 
pened. He noticed a bush on fire. The 
thing that attracted him was that the 
fire continued but didn’t consume the 
bush. As he approached the burning bush 
God spoke to him and told him to take 
his sandals from off his feet. Now some 
may say there was no use for Moses to 
take off his sandals and stand on the 
bare ground; but this was God’s plan to 
humble Moses and bring him to the place 
where he could feel that submissive 
spirit God wants every young person to 
feel. 

God began to talk to him about what 
He wanted him to do. Moses put up his 
protest, but God’s call was yea and 
amen. There was nothing left for Moses 
to do but obey, if he expected to have 
peace and joy in his heart. It was a big 
task and he pled his inability, told of 
his imperfection of speech, and sug- 
gested someone else. But God had laid 
this duty on him and_ nothing would 
satisfy the Lord except obedience. 


This is a long story but we want to 
talk about the main things that brought 
Moses into favor with God. Moses was 
willing to sacrifice the wealth of Egypt 
and the glory of a king to obey God and 
have favor with Him. Wealth, splendor, 
and worldly fame on one side; obedience, 
sacrifice, and service on the other! But 
Moses was wise enough to make a de- 
cision that brought him more glory than 
had come to any man who had_ ever 
lived. No doubt you have read the story 
of his conflict with Pharaoh, how he 
was confronted by the laws of Egypt 
and threatened to be put to death, but 
nothing moved him. He was determined 
to carry out the plan that God had told 
him about. 

There will be many oppositions to 
those who start out to follow Christ, 
but God is able to give you victory and 
cause you to be a blessing to thousands. 
The thought that should be uppermost 
in the minds and hearts of the young 
people today, is to have God with them. 

Moses didn’t seem to be worried about 
the map of the wilderness, or how he 
would cross the Red Sea, but he wanted 
Pharaoh to release God’s people so they 
could go and worship Him, and day by 
day he met Pharaoh with his proposi- 
tion. Pharaoh became greatly enraged 
and at times it looked like Moses’ life 
would be taken. He was in the will of 
God and God will always protect His 
own. It is when we disobey and fail to 


do what God says, that we are in great 
danger. 

The plan was complete, the blood of 
the lamb, according to God’s direction, 
was sprinkled on the lintels and door- 
posts of the Israelites’ homes and at mid- 
night they gathered around their tables 
with staff in hand and girdles about 
them, and ate a roasted lamb. This lamb 
typified Christ as our Deliverer. All at 
once there was a great mourning in the 
land, but the Israelites, God’s people 
were spared and Pharaoh ordered them 
to leave Egypt. God told Moses which 
way to go out of the land. This brought 
him to a place where the mountains 
were on one side, the marshes of Egypt 
on the other side, and the sea in front 
with no way to cross. Pharaoh was ad- 
vancing on them. Oh, it looked like all 
was over. The Israelites were disturbed 
and no doubt said many bitter things, 
but Moses prayed. God spoke to him 
again and said, “Go forward.” 

From a human standpoint this would 
be impossible, but God will make a way 
when there is no way. He told Moses to 
stretch his rod out over the sea. The 
same rod that had brought so many vic- 
tories in his conquest in Egypt is the 
last instrument that he used to lead a 
great people across the sea. The thing 
we want to do is to use what God gives 
us and obey Him when He speaks, re- 
gardless of how things look or what sur- 
rounds us, and all will be well. 

Pharaoh with his fighting host, horses 
and chariots, looked as though nothing 
could harm Him, but I'll tell you when 
God is against us we just as well surren- 
der. The waters of the sea gave way and 
a great wall of water stood up. Oh, it is 
just like the Lord to do the impossible. 
Thousands of poor peasants started 
marching on dry land through the sea. 
Pharaoh and his host pursued them. It is 
like the devil to deceive the people who 
hate righteousness, and cause them to 
bring swift destruction among them- 
selves. 

Just as God’s people had reached the 
shore on the wilderness side, Pharaoh and 
his host were in the midst of the sea. 
Their chariot wheels came off and of 
course they thought they had plenty of 
time to put them on again and were 
working hard so that they could pursue 
the Israelites. But God let the waters 
come together again and those people 
who hated God’s folks were drowned in 
the midst of the sea. This was an awful 
time for the wicked, and a glorious vic- 
tory for the righteous.

part of the story. There are more than 
1,600,000 fewer children under ten now 
than there were five years ago. Evidently 
the striking change in our population 
trend has been accelerated in the past 
few years.” 

Then we were told that modern inven- 
tions would create new jobs and bring 
more opportunities to mankind. “The 
American people are the inventingest on 
earth,” we are told. Almost as soon as 
the pilgrim fathers arrived they began 
to invent—the first patent in this coun- 
try was granted by the General Court 
of Massachusetts in 1641 to one Samuel 
Winslow, who had devised a new way 
of making salt. In a single century, citi- 
zens of this country have taken out two 
million patents, and 70,000 a year are 
applied for. But what has happened to 
industry? The very ingenuity of mod- 
ern science creates new and greater prob- 
lems which many times the economists 
cannot solve. And a greater problem 
than this lies in the fact that these great 
inventive processes in the hands of un- 
scrupulous men become the franken- 
stein to destroy society itself. That brings 
us to the individual, and his need of 
something far beyond anything which he 
can invent with his hands. 

Now modern chemistry may give us 
better soap but it cannot devise a means 
of cleansing the heart from sin. It may 
distill alcohol from molasses for chemi- 
cal use but it cannot regenerate the man 
who is being ruined by alcohol. It may 
turn cotton into leather and supply many 
die-stuffs for our textile fabrics, but 
modern science can furnish no oil of joy 
for mourning and no garment of praise 
for the spirit of sorrow. Only the blocd 
of the Lord Jesus can do thav. Geology 
may make known to us something of the 
riches which God has_ stored in the 
ground, but it cannot help us to know 
the riches of the glory of His inheritance 
in the saints. The Holy Spirit reveals 
these things in the Scriptures. It may in- 
vent high explosives for destroying life 
in the modern ghastly business of muni- 
tions making, but it cannot blow up the 
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barrier that sin has raised between God 
and man. Only the gospel which is the 
power of God unto salvation can avail.

changes had been anticipated because of 
the unfavorable location of the mission. 
Now we have an attractive church 
which leads off the street, with a place 
in the rear for the pastor’s home and a 
large “upper room.” 

Last Monday, October 17, we had an 
“all-day prayer day” at Port-au-Prince 
mission, and the following evening a 
tarrying service. This prayer service was 
the best one we have ever had in this 
‘city. It was particularly pleasing to see 
among our number about eighteen young 
men who are not members, but have been 
steadily seeking the light of the Lord, 
and, we feel, were definitely blessed at 
this time. We have also changed pastors 
here, Brother Jules Deshommes now be- 
ing in charge. He is the young man 
whom we placed in charge of the work 
at Petion-Ville during our absence. He 
worked faithfully for the Lord during 
this time and we feel that God has a 
great work for him to do_ especially 
among the young men in this big city. 
Pray for Brother Deshommes that he 
may keep consecrated and grow in grace 
and in the knowledge of God for the 
salvation of many souls. 

We are making preparations for many 
marriages to take place this year of con- 
verts who cannot get married without 
our help. Here we want to again thank 
you for your aid to these people and for 
all that you are doing in Haiti. Also we 
want to thank you for the “mission 
clothes” you gave us during our recent 
visit to the United States. We tried to 
get special permission to have more 
“mission clothes” sent to us free of 
duty, but were told “there can be no ex- 
ceptions whatsoever even for charitable 
purposes,” and that we “must pay a 
duty on all clothes whether new or old 
sent into the country.” This is a big dis- 
appointment to us as the need is exceed- 
ingly great here in Haiti to help the poor 
be just decently clothed. It would re- 
joice your hearts to see how much good 
your clothes did among many of our 
very poor converts. The Lord will bless 
you for your sacrifices in behalf of these 
“children of God.” 

We are in the midst of a rainy season 
which will prevent us from actually 
building the new mission contemplated 
at Furcy, high in the mountains above 
Port-au-Prince. Our people have built 
large arbors of bamboo poles covered 
with banana leaves to protect the many 
natives attending the services. These ar- 
bors protect from the sun’s heat, but 
not from the heavy rains that fall there. 
Right now, most of our services are 
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greatly hindered, as the only part of the 
day it does not rain is a few hours in the 
morning. Our men at Furcy, however, 
have been collecting the native material 
needed for the construction of the mis- 
sion so that possibly in another month, 
we may be able to construct it. 

Soon we shall be on another missionary 
tour throughout the country, at which 
time we plan to baptize many new con- 
verts in our missions and arrange for 
many marriages. Within the next month 
we expect to baptize in water thirty 
converts from Bizoton and Petion-Ville. 

Pray for us in Haiti. We know that as 
we present our needs and the conditions 
in Haiti to you, you will be able to pray 
more effectively and intelligently for us. 
May the Lord continue to bless the 
Church of God in the United States and 
throughout the world, and to help us 
keep “on fire” for the salvation of souls 
until He comes for His own.
